Arms Conviction’ 


Quashed. 
By Full Court 


The Full Court this morning allowed ‘an appeal 
against conviction by Choi Lang-hung, 30, 
shop foki, who had been convicted by a Special 
Jury of possession of cight automatic pistols 
and 16 magazines without a permit. 


The sentence of three years 
Imposed on Chol by Mr_ Justice 
C. W. Reece at the Criminal 
Sessions on May 28 was con- 
sequently quashed, and Chol 
was discharged. 

Mr Justice J. R. Greeg and 
Mr Justice A. D, Scholes com- 
bye the Full Court. 


“Kerosene Tin 


The evidence at the trial was 
that Chol was stopped by a 
Pollce constable while carrying 
a scaled kerosene tln near the 
Jordan Road ferry. The tin was 
later found to contain the pistol 
and magazines, 

Chol sald in his defence! that 
he had been carrying the tin 
from a ship to the shop in 
Shanghai Stroct where he work- 
ed,.on his .employer’s Instruc- 
tions. 

At the hearing of the appeal 
on July '7 and 8, Mr Brook 
Bernacchi, representing the ap- 
pellant, said Choi had been only 
necting under instructions, with- 
out any knowledge of what tho 
{in contained. 

“Among other things, Mr Ber- 
nacchi also mentioned that it 
hod been a “touch and go” ‘case, 

There had been two trials, he 
sald. At the first trial the Jury 
disagreed and there was no 


verdict. At the second trial, after 
a long retirement, the Jury at 
first disagreed also, but after 
further direction from the Judge 
they retired agaln before” re- 
turning thelr verdict Of guilty. 


Had | Erred 


Giving the Full Court's: deel- 
slon today, Mr Justice Gregg 
soid the Trial Judge had erred 
by not directing the Jury that 
mere custody was not sufficient 
to'prove possession, and not suf- 
ficient to shift the burden of 
proof from the Prosecution to 
the accused, 

Pointing out ‘that dhe kerosene 
tin had been sealed,- His Lord- 
ship sald the Trial Judge ulso 
omitted {o mention to the Jury 
that although the Un was in 
the custody of the accused at 
the time he was stopped, it 
could stl be In the constructive

Had this point .bcen made, 
clear tothe Jury, Mr Justice 
Gregg Indicated, the trial might 
well have resulted in the ace 
quittal of the accused,
